BISMARCK AND THE VATICAN. | 
By Cable to Western Associated Press. 

BERLIN, July 15.—The key of Bismarck’s 
present policy towards the Vatican will be 
found in a recent speech,-in which he said it 
was praiseworthy under certain circum- 
stances to fight a quarrel out to. the 
bitter end; but when the ways 
and. means presented themselves of toning 
down the acerbity ofthe conflict without af- 
fecting the principle at stake, he would not 
deem himself justified in neglecting 
such a proffered opportunity. In 
consequence of the retirement of Dr. 
Faik from the ministry of ecclesiastical af- 
fairs, the ecclesiastical laws have been en- 
forced with more leniency, and this may ul- 
timately have the effect of procuring recog- 
nition of ecclesiastical laws by the Vatican. 

THE BUNDESRATH. 

Bills have been introduced in the Bundes- 
rath for the alteration of those articles of the 
German Constitution by which the legislature 
must meet and the budget be voted annually, 
and by which the duration of Parliament is 
fixed at three years. 

The bill which proposes to substitute bien- 
nia] meetings of Parliament and biennial bud- 
gets has created considerable sensation, as 
tending to further free Government from par- 
jiamentary control. The technical reason al- 
leged for the change the inconvenience 
of discussing two budgets, Prussian and Im- 
perial, inthe same year. It was suggested 
some time ago that they might be taken up in 
alternate years. The creation of a Depart- 
ment for the Control of Imperial Railways is 
also regarded as a step towards rendering the 
Government less epiltnenen on Parliament.

A rumor has been going the rounds for the 
past day or two to the ef- 
fect that official head of Chief 
McDonough was about to fall into the basket. 
The report originated in the tact that the 
‘*plump and pleasing’’ chief of the finest po- 
lice in the werld had started upon an extended 
fishing tour. There are, however, several 
facts connected with the chief’s pleasure trip 
which have a peculiar and ominous signifi- 
cance. While McDonough is absent Capt. 
Lee, of the First District, performs the duties 
of acting-chief. 

A PosT-DISPATCH eniissary this morning en- 
deavored to ferret out the true inwardness of 
the relations of the Police Commissioners. In 
the Sheriff’s office he ran across ex-Judge Fin- 
ney, Police Commissioner, who after some 
hesitation answered a few of the interrogatories 
which the reporter plied him with. Commis- 
sioner Finney, however, was very guarded in 
his expressions and the P.-D. newsgatherer 
couldn’t throw him off his equilibrium. Plune- 
ing into medias res, the reporter fired the first 
shot. 

‘*So the Police Board has finally resolved to 
remove Chief McDonough, Judge?’’

The Weather. 

The heat to-day has presented some very 
singular characteristics. While the thermom- 
eter has not been as high a3 heretofore, the 
heat bas been much more oppressive through 
the humidity of the atm@sphere. Everybody 
notices the extreme discomfort of the present 
weather, and comment on the height of the 
mercury is trequent. 

Strange to say, business, particularly com- 
mission, bas loomed up during the hot spell, 
and a pumber of houses are carrying their full 
falland spring volume of trade. Thisisare- 
markable thing during the hot season ot the 
year, when trade usually flows in a sluggish 
and languid current, and is due in a great 
measure to the yellow fever scare. 
Buyers bave hurried up their orders aud bought 
more largely than usual in dread of a quarran- 
tine, which would shut them off from their 
market. 

Otber departments of traae, while steady 
and healthy, are not stirred to such life by the 
fear otf anepidemic, some of them, the pro- 
vision business, for instance, are suffering 
from the effects of the scare. 

On ’Change the stress of weather is most per- 


ceptible. The floor is being sprinkled contin- 
unliv, and the ice water tanks in varions parts 
of the room are at all times the center of a 
thirsty crowd. Everybody is provided with a 
palm leaf fan ortwo, and seersucker suits are 
becoming very fashionable. 

On the streets, as usual, the vendors of cool- 
ing retreshments were driving a thriving trade. 
Lemonnde, soda and mead were 
in strong demand, while beer and 
stronger and more icy beverages 
went like hot cakes.

_ \. Western Union in its Petition. 


The Court Hefuses to Grant 
the Injunction. 


The telegraph war has begun, and it remains 
to be seen whether Jay Gould or Wm) : 
bilt will come out victor. It is well moicaens 
Jay Gould baslong been ambitious of owning 
and controlling a powerful telegraph company, 
For that purpose he first purchased the Atian- | 
tic and Pacific Telegraph Company, and then 
had a hard fight with tne Western Union. Af- 
ter the fight the Atlanticand Pacific and the 
Western Union tried the ‘* pooling’’ system ,but 
still Gould was not happy. That arrangement 
was broken up, and now Gould seems to be 
determined to build up a powerful company 
which shall wrest the monopoiy from the Wes- 
tern Union. Like a polypus, his arms have 
been stretched out all over the country, and 
even in Canada, buying ap old and forming 
new companies so as to coinplcte a pertect net- 
work of telegraphic connection and thus 
form a tormidable rival to the Western 
Union. Gould has seanned the country 
thoroughly, and has even taken in 
Missouri with his engle glance. His 
agent, Mr. J.J. Dickey, was here lately, and 
soon the shadows of coming events began to 
show themselves. The Western Union waited 
patiently for further Gevelopments, and as 
soon as the other side played their cards open- 
ed the way by litigation. 

This morning the Western Union Telegraph 
Company filed a petition foran injunction in 
the Circuit Clerk’s office against the St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Northern Railway 
Company, the Centrai Union  Tele- 
graph Company, and Carios 8S. Greeley, David 
M. Edgerton,John VD. rerry, Dwight Treadway, 
David R. Francis and J. J. Dickey. The peti- 
tion was referred to Circuit Court No. 5, the 
only one in session , and Judge Thayer will pass 
upon it at 2:30 p. m. 

The petition states that the Western Union is 
a corporation under the laws of New York, and 
the Central Unionthe same. On the 20th of 


June articles of incorporation of the American 
Union Telegraph Company were filed in the 
Secretary of State’s office at Jefferson City, the 
incorporators being Greeley, Eugerton,Perry, 
Tread w uy and Francis, who according to the 
transeript. had paid $22,000 suvscription oo 
of the + 000, the entire amount of theca 
tal stock of the association ; that is, they | ad 
subecribed two hundred and twenty shares at 
$100 each. The Western Union alleges that 
the incorporators have never puid anything on 
the stoek at all. 

Now, on July 20, 1870. the Western Union 
entered into a conti act Wieh the North Missouri 
Railroad Company, 
and operated a 
Louis and Kansas “Oty, by 
tor a period of twenty-five years the Wostern 
Union acquired the sole right to ase the road- 
way for erecting telegraphic communication 
en tbe linecf the company, its bra 
extensions. Tbe contract further bound the 
railroad company not to allow any op 
company to use the roadway for telegraphic 

urposes; also not to transport any matertal 

yr the construction ota line of telegraph for 
any one except at the usual rates: that it 
would not stop its trains at any but 
the usual points to discharge such 
material, and that it would not 
ajlow the use of its depots and buildings for 
teiegraph purposes to any opposition com- 
pany. The North Missouri Railroad was soid 
onthe 26th day of August, 1871, and M. RK. 
J-ssup became the purchaser and trustee. On 
the 6th of Fcbruary,1872, Jessup conveyed and 
transferred the ruijroaa proveity, franchises 
and right of way tothe St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Northern Railroad. Tbe St. L., KR. C. ani 
N.R. R. recoxunized, ratified and adopted the 
contract of the Western Umon with the North 
Missouri Railroad. 

The petition alleges that defendants ‘‘have 
frnuduientiy conspired and confederated to- 
gether to the injury of piuintiff’’ by uiding, 
encouraging and buildinga joint line of tele- 
graph over the roadway of the St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 

The Western Union further alleges that the 
Central Union has not erected any line of tele- 
graph or telegraph material in Missouri, or 
elsewhere, and is without means to acquire 
any. It further charges thatthe St. Louis and 
Kansas City, in violation of its contract, has 
entered into u contract with the defendants to 
aid and enconrage the building of the line of 
telegraph; toat it transports and carries the 
material below the usual rate, and allows them 
the use of their depots and buildings. 

Also, that the American Telegraph Co. ‘‘is 
not in good faith « corporation, and is not in- 
tended to bein good faith a corporation, bas 
10 substantial existence as a »bus.ne-s 
corporation, and exists only on  »pa- 
per.’’ It is the tool and agentof the Cen- 
tral Union, so that if the workmen are 
interfered with and arrested for contempt if 
an injunction were granted thev could say they 
were the agents of the Central Union. 

The defendants have aiready entered upon 
the construction of the telegraph line, and the 
Western Union therefore applies for an injunc- 
tion against all the defendants. 

The plaintiff also avers that inthe event of 
of a line oftelegrapnh by a 
rival and competing company the 
Western Union line would neces- 
sarily be crossed and recrossed, 
whereby it would of necessity trequeutiy uap- 
pen that the current of electricity would be so 
disturbed as to renvuer inaccurate messa:e:; 
transmitted over plaintiff’s line, rendering 
piaintiff liable to many harassing end expen- 
sive suits for heavy damages. ‘be messages 
also might pass from plaintiff's line ot wire to 
tne detendant’s, thus destroying the secrecy 
of messages. 

The Western Union further states that o% her 
routes are accessible to the defendants. 

The plaintiff again states that Greeley, 
Edgerton, Perry, treaiway and francis have 
undeitaken and appointed J. J. Dickey super- 
intenaent ot construction of the line and that 
be is now superintending its construction. 

The Western Union saysit is imoossible to 
estimate the damage they wil! sufferin depre- 
ciation of stocks and from other causes, and 
prays for an injunction against all the parties 
named as detendants, to restrain them trom 
erecting a line of telegraph.

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LET US HAVE IMMIGRATION. 

The importance of procuring immigra- 
tion to this State is generally recognized, 
and there are gratifying indications that the 
appointment of the State Board of Immi- 
gration has,under the vigorous and zealous 
management of Mr. Andrew McKinley, al- 
ready produced practical worth. 

Many counties and towns in the interior 
of the State have had well attended meet- 
ings, appointed permanent local boards 
and raised money for the _ proper 
agitation and advertisement of the many 
advantages of this State to immigrants. 
The country press generally is taking great 
interest in the matter. Indifference upon 
this subject has ended. Energy seems at 
last to have taken its place. And energy, 
instead of stagnation, means progress and 
development in the future. 

An evidence of this healthy change and 
the attention already attracted may be 
found in an interesting editorial of the 
Chicago Daily New3, from which we extract 
the following: 

The Missouri journals are urging the Bu- 
reau Of Immigration of that State to follow 
the example of Texas. And certainly Mis- 
souri is blessed with allthe attract ns of sa- 
lubrious climate, cheap lands, both rich and 
varied, untold but undeveloped mineral 
wealth, including the two great desiderata of 
modern civilization, coal and iron. In the 
meantime Missouri has far more convenient 
markets than Texas,and far better facilities for 
commercial development. It is for the interest 
of Iilinois that Missouri, rather than Texas, 
should receive a large share of the anticipated 
foreign immigration, and we trust that the 
Bureau of Immigration of our neighboring 
and sister State will respond to the call of its 
intelligent press upon the subject. Missouri 
has been far more packward in al! that consti- 
tutes a progressive and wealthy and prosper- 
ous State than her opportunities warrant and 
even demand. Why this is so, it is now 
needless to inquire. But now 1s the period 
of her opportunity in which to redeem the 
past. There is no doubt destined tobea 
great revival of European emigration. Eng- 
land is agriculturally and commercially de- 
pressed. and so is the continent of Europe 
generally. In Germany, the prospect of a 
large increase in the army has struck the hearts 
of the rising generation of men with terror. 
Every sign indicates that the Old World is 
about to swarm like an over-populated hive. 
Tke authorities of Missouri should be pre- 
pared to take advantage of the movement. * 
* * We consequently trust to see our sister 
State at the further side of the great Father of 
Waters within tne next few years receive 
large additions to her population, and those 
composed of the very best class of immigrants. 

The example of Texas which is referred 
to consists in having regular agents in New 
York, who, immediately upon the landing 
of the immigrants, endeavors to induce 
them to go to Texas and aid them with tha’ 
view. 

How much would it be worth, from a 
purely commercial standpoint, if Missouri 
could gain a million of additional inhabit- 
ants—tillers of the soil—or even half or a 
fourth of this number? How many millions 
of additional taxable weaith and commerce 
and trade would even one hundred thou- 


sand thrifty immigrants eventually pro- 


duce? Immigration should be the first 


question in Missouri to-day.

Under the head of 
CO-OPERATIVE COMPANIES, 
the Superintendent makes some very inter- 
esting and timely remarks. He remarks that 
it was not until last year that he was advisedof 
any attempt to organize in the State a ‘‘co-op- 
erative’’ solely for the purpose of doing a lite 
insurance business. It appears that one was 
organized in St. Louis and one in St. Jo- 
seph. Proceedings were commenced against 
both ;one voluntarily withdrew and a judgmont 
of ouster was rendered against the other. The 
superintendent was of opinion that the same 
rules of law that applied to these two com- 
panies would apply toall other so-called co- 
operative insurance organizations, such as the 
Knights of Honor, for instance, but he failed 
to proceed against them on acountofthe vast 
expense, leaving the matter for the Legislature 
to determine, but the Legislature adjourned, 
leaving its enactments on the subject in an un- 
satisfactory condition. The Superintendent 
says itis to be regretted the Legislature did 
not place this question beyond doubt and dis- 
pute and thus avoid expense and confusion. He 
says such laws as have been 
passed, however, have led to the impression 
that corporations on the co-operative plan may 
be organized here to any extent, andthe con- 
sequence is that quite a number of irresponsi- 
“ple and swindling concerns have been started. 
On this pointthe Superintendent makes the 
following important statement: 


As a matter of public duty as well as justice 
to life insurance companies that comply with 
our laws and pay their taxes in this State, it is 
the intention of the Superintendent not only 
to prosecute the agents of these foreign ‘‘co- 
operatives’’ whenever a case can be made, as 
it is clear they have no right todo business in 
this State, but also to test the question whether 
the law recognizes the right of our home or- 
ganizations ofthis sort to do business here 
without complying with the insurance laws.

DUG FROM THE RUINS. 


Treasures of Old Troy Laid Bare—Ancient 
Pottery; Gold and Silver. 
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Dr. Schliemann Describes Some Recent 
Explorations on a Buried Site. 


Dr. Schliemann, having just returned to 
Athens from his second season of explorations 
on the site of ancient Troy, gives, in a private 
letter to the editor of the Troy Times, a brief 
account of his success. It wiil be found of in- 
terest sufficient to repay careful reading: 

ATHENS, Junel9.— * * * Ihave just re- 
turned from Troy, where I had this time as 
collaborators two good friends, the celebrated 
Prot. Rudolf Virchow, ot Berlin, and the fam- 


ous orientalist, Emile Burnouf, of Paris, who, 
when you were at Athens, was director of the 
French school here. In their company I have 
not only terminated the excavation of the 
whole ancient Liion and brought to light its en- 
tire circuit wall, but I also dug up and carried 
away at least 40,000 cubic metres of debris 
fromitssuburb. You have no doubt seenin 
the papers that last year I found four

at Troy; but nowits wealth is exhausted so 
that this spring I only found two treasures, 
consisting of gold bracelets, gold earrings 
with rosettes and long hangings with idols 
attached tothem; a gold eagle; abreast orna- 
ment of gold with ten chains, euch consisting 
of 155 links, and covered with as many leaves: 
gold discs like No. 25lin my Mycenz (collec- 
tion); also gold ornaments like Nos. 297 and 
299 in Mycene, and a mass of other ornaments 
with whose types you are acquainted from my 
‘*‘Troy and Its Kemains.’’ Of pottery and 
bronzes I found again a very large quantity; 
also some fine jewels of silver; a silver dagger, 
whose handle is ornamented with a couchant 
cow with long horns; a silver spoon, witha 
navel shield-like ornament: inthe midst, for 
libations; also alarge mass of silver rings 
fused together in the great conflagration, and 
to which bave also been fused gold ornaments. 
In entering the Heliespont you must have much 
admired the gigantic conical tunruli called 
HEROIC TOMBS. 

One of them wasin 1873 excavated by Mrs. 
Echliemann; six more I explored now, and in 
that number the two largest of all, Udjek Tepe 
and Besica Tepe, the former otf whichis 83 
feet high and has 433 fect in diameter; I tun- 
neled it, and sunk ashatt trom the top, and 
found inita quadrangular tower 15 feet Jong 
and broad and 43 feet high. which had been 
built on a circle 5 teet high, built otf beautiful 
litting polygonal blocks, and having a radius 
of about 20 teet. Digging galleries to the right 
and left as well as into the quadrangular tower, 
and sinking ag:in shafts trom the galleries, l 
found very 

ANCIENT POTTERY 
mixed with pottery of the Macedonian time. 
But there were also picked up some potsheids 
for which I cannot claim more than the second 
or third century A.D.; and as the tumuli can 
impossibly be older than the latest pottery 
tound beneath it, I would attribute the tumu- 
lus Udjek Tepe to the Emperor Caracalla (211- 
216 A.D.), who, according to Herodotus,made 
funeral sacrifices at the tumuilus of Achilles, 
and poisoned his most intimate friend, festus, 
in order to get a Patroclus, and to be able to 
imitate the funeral which Achilles made to his 
friend and which Homer describes with so 
much beauty inthe twenty-third Iliad. This 
theory also seems to be confirmed by the size 
ofthe tumulus, § because such a vain fool as 
Caracalla only could erect a gigantic tumuius 
to his poisoned friend. In ‘‘Besica Tepe’’ I 
sunk a large shatt, and dug trom its bottom 
four long galleries. 1 merely found there very 
ancient potterv, precisely of the same type as 
thut found in the upper strata of the first Tro- 
jan city. If, therefore, we claim for the tumu- 
lus 1500 B. C., we are probably near the mark. 
In none of the tumuli did I find human boneg 
or trace of burial. 
THE GULF IN THE TROJAN PLAIN. 

You are no doubt aware that in ancient and 
modern times it was generally believed that 
the plain ot Troy had been produced by the al- 
ijuvia of its rivers, Scamander and Simois; that 
there was at the time of the Trojan war a deep 
gulf in the plain, and that there was conse- 
quently between Ilion and Hellespont not suf- 
ficient room for the grand exploits of the liad. 
Tnis theory—which in times of old was advo- 
cated by Hestiw of Alexandria Troas, by De- 
metrius and by Strabo; this theory, which for 
the last ninety years has been the powerful 
weapon in the bandsof the defenders of the 
Troy-Bunarbashi theory; this theory is now 
blown up, because Prof. Virchow and M. Bur- 
nouf andI have found by our excavations in 
the plain that the rivers do not go deeper than 
from five to eight teet, and that underneath is 
that compact, fine, yellow clay which is the 
deposit of a sweet water lake, and by long ages 
older than the Trojan Rivers and the Helles- 
pont itself, . . ye . ”

Twois was 
the advice of a triend who had jtraveled much, 
and acting upon the suggestion I left Chicago 
on Friday in oneof the reclining chair cars of 
the Chicago gnd Alton Railroad. Bat, not- 
withstanding the day, I found the elegant 
car of this road with nearly every 
seat occupied the passengers being mostly 
ladies. Wishing to verify mv friend’s remark, 
I aeked the conductor ifit was true that there 
was lesstravel on Friday than any other day 


ofthe week. He replied that this was certain- 
ly the factin the case of through passengers 


and through trains; and in reply to my question | 
as to the probable cause, he said it was dogbt- . 


less due to the influeuce of the old superstitjon 
about the danger of startingon a journey or 
beginning a new enterprise on ri- 
day.

protection against dust. Accompanying each 
reclining chair car—which, by the way, costt 
thetraveler nothing extra—is a porter in uni- 
form, whose business it is to keep the car clean 
and assist ladies who may have children and 
baggage to look after. The Chicago and Alton 
is, so far as I know, ahead in this respect that 
it makes special provisions for the comfort of 
ladies traveling. Asa business arrangement 
merely the managers are very polit- 
ic and wise in thus bidding for 
the patronage of ladies who travel; for it is as- 
tonishing to see how fast the number of wo- 
men passengers increascs. Inasmuch as they 
pay the same fare as men, and are nofso 
heavy to carry, they are certainly desirable 
passengers.

With his hand onthe throttle of the engine and 
hiseye set straight before bim, with the 
knowledge that an imperfect rail or 
a defective timber in a bridge, ora moment’s 
forgetfulness on the part of some other em- 
ploye of the railroad, may at any moment 
plunge himto certain and horrible death, 
and, above all, with the knowledge that the 
lives of hundreds of sleeping passengers are 
committed to his keeping, the express train 
engineer stands alone at his post through the 
long dark hours of the night. Truly, he is one 
of the most important and useful members of 
society, and should be held in correspon dingly 
great esteem. I have read that sometimes én- 
gineers do grow timid, and fear 
te run express trains at such 
a feartul rate of speed, and that the first sign 
that an engineer is becoming timid is that his 
train will begin to lose time. [fan engineer 
brings his train in five or ten minutes late for a 
number of timesin succession, he is called to 
account, and if itis found that his courage is 
failing be is at once putona treight engine, 
and some other engineer is found who will not 
fear to open the throttie and rush the crowded 
trains over the rails at a rate that is demanded 
by the exacting travel of to-day. That so few 
accidents occur on expiess trains on railroads 
speaks volumes for their management. It is 
only because We are so accustomed to their 
excellence and safety that we cease to be over- 
awed by the immensity of the interests in- 
voived and the perfection of railroad manage- 
ment.

Though he had no 
definite literary aspirations, he says that in his 
youth he had a vague idea that he would one 
day become an author. He did not begin life 
with a liberal education, but in after vears he 
made up for his early deficiencies ; and he was 
stilla young man when, resigning his active 
part in the bookselling business to his brother, 
he resolved to devote himself and his fortune 
to those researches which have already borne 
fruit. 

The library now contains more than twenty 
thousand volumes in English, Spanish, Por- 
tuguese, Latin, Russian, French and Dutch, .- 
all of which relate tothe region bounded by 
Oregon, Central America, the coast and the 
Rocky Mountains, and it includes a large 
number of manuscripts without duplicate and 
without price. Having attended nearly every 
auction and explored most of the bookshops 
in America, Mr. Bancroft visited London, 
Paris, Leipsic and other large cities in Europe, 
purchased as many volumes as he could, and 
appointed agents to precure ail additions that 
might come on the market after his departure. 
In 1868 he had acquired five thousand vol- 
umes, and he again crossed the Atlantic, vis- 
iting Rome, Vienna and Madrid. Never was 
a book-buyer more insatiable, lavish or per- 
sistent. He secured every book and pamph- 
let of the kind he wanted that was on the 
market, but he was not satisfied, and when 
he despaired of further increasing his collec- 
tion the library of the Emperor | 
Maximilian, collected during forty | 
years, was Offered for sale, of ‘which he 
purchased three thousand volumes. Later 
still he procured six hundred volumes of Mex- 
ican works collected by Mr. Porter C. Bliss, 
United States Consul] at the City of Mexico, 
and in some instances he paid four hundred 
dollars for a single book. It is estimated that 

he spent fully seventy-five thousand dollars, 
and this sum does not include the salaries of 
his librarians and assistants.

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Valuable Hints Concerning its Causes, 
Prevention ana Treatment. 


The Way it is Treated in New York—A Remedy 
Recommended Several Years Ago. 


[From the New York Post. ] 

Several fatal cases of sunstroke having al- 
ready been reported this season, and there 
being danger of many more if there should be 
much hot weather during the summer, Assist- 
ant Sanitary Superintendent Janes was applied 
to to-day for some information on the subject 
of prostration by the heat. He said that the 
term sunstroke, or insolation, was commonly 
applied to all cases where persons were ser- 
iously overcome by the heat of the weather, 
which sometimes occurred at night. but that it 
was especially likely to take place 
when one was exposed to the direct rays of 
the sun, unless there was something to cool 
the system by occasioning rapid evaporation 
from the body. The dryer the air was, the 
more free was this evaporation, and therefore 
the danger of prostration was greatest on 
sultry days, when the air was filled with 
moisture. Sunstroke was often sudden, its 
effects being a congestion of the brain, and 
perhaps of other internal organs, together 
with general nervous exhaustion. The more 
strength and vigor a person possessed, the 


less likely he was to be prostrated in this man- 
ner, and therefore old people, children and 
persons of any age who were ill or wearied 
were especially liable to be affected by sun- 
stroke. Persons who had been drinking much 
alcoholic liquor of any sort, or were in the 
habit of doing so, were also particulariy ex- 
posed to this “danger. 

As to the precautions to be observed in very 
hot weather, Dr. Janes said that the princi- 
pal safeguard against injurious effects from 
the heat was moderation in all things—in eat- 
ing, wm _  <drinking and in exercise. Of 
course it was desirable to keep 
in the shade as much as_ possible, 
and men who had toworkinthe sun should 
keep a cabbage leaf or wet cloth on the head, 
inside the hat. As to diet, there were no par- 
ticular rules, except that persons should eat 
what agreed with them and was easily digest- 
ed. The appetite was usually not so keen in 
summer as in winter, and there was less need 
of meat orfat. Ice-water could be taken 
moderately without danger, but when drunk 
in large quantities it was very injurious, as it 
was likely to check perspiration too suddenly 
and cause too sudden a reduction in the tem- 
perature of the stomach. Cold tea was an 
excellent summer drink, as it was stimulating 
and readily quenched thirst. If a person was 
in the habit of taking alcoholic beverages, 
claret was as cooling and healthful as any. 

In regard to the treatment of persons over- 
come by the heat. Dr. Janes referred tothe 
following circular, whichwas prepared by the 
Sanitary Committee of the Board of Health 
several years ago: 

Sunstroke is caused by excessive heat. and 
especially if the weather is **muggy. It is 
more apt to occur on the second, third or 
fourth day of a heated term than on the first. 
Loss of sleep, worry, excitenient, close sleep- 
ing rooms, debility, abuse of stimulants, pre- 
dispose to it. Itis more apt to attack those 
working inthe sun, and especially between 
the hours of 11 o’clock in the morning and 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. On hot days wear 
thin clothing. Have as cool sleeping rooms 
as possible. Avoid loss of sleep and all un- 
necessary fatigue. If working indoors, and 
where there is artificial heat—laundries, etc., 
—see that the room is well ventilated. 

If working in the sun, weara light hat (not 
black, as it absorbs heat), straw, etc., and 
put inside of iton the head a wet cloth or a 
large green leaf; frequently lift the hat from 
the head and see that the cloth is wet. Do not 
check perspiration, but drink what water you 
need to keep it up, as perspiration prevents 
the body from being overheated. Have, 
whenever possible, an additional shade, asa 
thin umbrella, when walking, a canvas or 
board cover When working inthe sun. When 
much fatigued do not go to work, but be ex- 
cused from work, especially after 11 o’clock 
in the morning on very hot days, if the work 
is inthesun. Ifafeeling of fatigue, dizzi- 
ness, headache or exhaustion oc- 
curs, cease work immediately, lie 
down ina shady and cool place; apply cold 
cloths to and pour cold water over head and 
neck. Ifany one is overcome by the heat, 
send immediately for the nearest good physi- 
cian. While waiting forthe physician give 
the person cool drinks of water or cold black 
tea, or cold coffee, if able to swallow. If the 
skin is hot and dry, sponge with or pour cold 
water over the body and limbs, and apply to 
the head pounded ice wrapped in atowel or 
other cloth. If there is no ice at hand, keepa 
cold cloth on the head, and pour cold water 
on it as well as on the body. 

If the person is pale, very faint, and pulse 
feeble, let him inhale ammonia fora few sec- 
onds, or give him a teaspoonful of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia in two teaspoonfuls of 
water with a little sugar.

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IN A DEN OF RATTLESNAKES. 
A Berrying Party Killing Thirty-eight, 
the Largest Five Feet Long. 

LORD’S VALLEY, 
ladies and gentlemen went to High Knob, two 
miles from this place, yesterday morning,on a 
whortleberry excursion. One of the party 
took along a small black and tan terrier dog 
While all hands were gathering berries the 
dog wandered off into the thicket, and was 
soon heard barking. One ofthe men hurried 
to the spot, and saw the dog with a big rattle- 
snake in his mouth, shaking it fiercely. He 
seized a stick, and, taking a few steps for- 
ward, was startled by a loud rattling noise a 
few vards to his right. Giving a glance in 
that direction, he saw scores of rattlesnakes 
coiled, and sounding their rattles. Hetooka 
small fish horn, which he had tied to his belt. 
and blew it to call together the rest of the par- 
ty. Soon three other men arrived. They 
armed themselves with sticks, and, moving 
cautiously to within reaching distance, began 
the battic. When it was over, the victors 
counted thirty-eight dead snakes, measuring 
from two and a half to five feet in length, and 
some having as many as twenty rattles. 

This section abounds in rattlesnake dens. 
The largest is at the foot of Ball Hill, six miles 
northeast of the valley. It was at this den 
that Sam Helms, a noted snake tamer, cap- 
tured most of the snakes he exhibited through- 
out the country.

The Coroner’s Jury Gives a Verdict in the 
Wilson Poisoning Case—Accident at tne 
Beef-Canning Works—Items. 


A post mortem examination was held on the 
remains of Robert Wilson lastevening. The 
Only witnesses examined ‘were Caroline Wil- 
son, wife of the deceased, and Dr. Fairbrother, 
who attended him. The former testified in sub- 
stance as follows: About 1 o’clock on the morn- 
ing of July 4 she was awakened by 
some noise in the room adjoining her bed- 
room. She got up and saw her busband drink- 
ing of the contents of a glass, and heard him 
mutter, ‘‘This will end my troubles.’’She knew 
that he was despondent, as he wasjust recov- 
ering from the effects of a spree. She asked 
what it was he drank, and he answered that it 
was seidlitz powder. Soe remembered that 
there was poison in the house. 
Not satisfied with this. she left 
the room to call assistance. He, fearing that 
an attempt would be made to save him, seized

his lett ear tothe windpipe. Dr. Fairbrother 


attended him and, after giving him an emetic, | 3: 


dressed the gash in his throat. He was getting 
along slowly until yesterday morning. when he 
died. Dr. Fairbrother took the stand and tes- 
tified to his treating the man. At the 
conclusion of the testimony, Dr. Winton and 
Coroner Bader examined the body, and the 
jury returned the following verdict: 

‘*We,the jury,from the evidence, believe that 
the deceased, Robert Wilson, came to his 
death from the effect of poison taken on the 
night of the 3d of July with 
the intent of committing suicide. Said pois- 
on was ascertained to be corrosive subli- 
mate.’’ 

A curious incident noticed by the deceased’s 
wife was related tothe foreman of the jury. 
Eighteen years ago, at the battle of Wilson’s 
Creek, Wilson was wounded inthe knee. The 
army physician refused to attempt to remove 
the ball, so it remained under 
the edge ot the knee-cap until yesterday morn- 
ing. When Wilson breathed his last the ball 
rolled trom its place down the leg, between the 
skin and the shin-bone, a distance of three 
inches from the knee-cap.

STEAMBOATING TO DUBUQUE IN 1837. 


In 1834 the steamboat Huntress was built 
underthe supervision of Hiram Kountz, at 
that time and for years after the most active 
steam and keel-boat operator in the West. He 
organized a cowpany to build the Huntress, 
and among the men composing the company 
another quite large steamboat owner agreed 
to take One quarter interest in the new ‘boat, 
and the dimensions agreed upon were as fol- 
lows: 100 feetlong, 18 feet wide, and 4% feet 
hold. Capt. Hiram Kountz, being progressive, 
took the responsibility ot contractiug for 110 
feet long, and his partner refused 
to take the interest agreed upon, 
for the reason that the boat would be too long 
to make the turns, etc. Still the boat was built 
and madetheturns. Captain W. J. Kountz 
1836 and 
ran her from St. Louis to Galena and Dubuque 
in 1837, ee oe then being a townof wooden 
shanties occupied by lead miners, and then 
was the outside of civilization. On the 4th of 
July, 1837, Captain Kountz, with his steamer 
Huntress, took anexcursion party trom Du- 
buque to Prairie du Chien. The Huntress was 
one of the largest boats on the 
Upper Mississippi in her day. 
This boat had adeck extending out from the 
fore part of the cabin to cover the boiler deck. 
This deck prevented the pilot from seeing the 
bow of the boat, and it had to be taken down 
before the pilot ‘would start up Over the rapids,
